The construction is programmed over the next three fiscal years and scheduled 
for completion during 1956. Current plans call for this to be the last of 
the large fixed base stations to be constructed. 


4. The problems which have been harassing RS-6 production now have 
been licked and equipment is arriving at the warehouse at the rate of two 
to three hundred per month. 


5. We know you've been reading a lot about the transistor these days, 

and thought you'd like to know that we are participating in a transistor research 
program with one of the major radio research and manufacturing concerns. As 
soon as this program indicates that reliable transistors with consistent char- 
acteristics can be produced, we plan to enter an equipment development 
program. A status report on transistors is being prepared and will be dis- 
tributed in the near future. 

6. Some of you indicated a need for a small battery operated code prac- "*¥*■ ; 
tice oscillator such as the transistor model described in a recent radio pub- 
lication, Because transistors are still not considered to have long life, we 

built up a small neon tube relaxation oscillator of similar size with apprcaci- 
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afprcmately the same performance characteristics. If you are interested 
we'll be glad to send the details for local construction; or we can make up 
small quantities if you like. 

7. Approximately one-half of the production of 2ST (Class C) mobile 
units have been received from the manufacturer minus transmitters URT-11. 
Latest information indicates that delivery of the transmitters will commence 

late in July. 

8. The 6ST (Class B) mobile unit is in the process of contract nego- 
tiation. If the manufacturer complies with provisions contained in the speci- 
fications, the first unit should be delivered by the year end. Final inspection 
and test should make this unit available for delivery by March 1954. 

9. Small items of communications equipment such as Control Unit 
* C P -4 , Antenna Coupler TAC-1, and Multiplex Links are in the contract 

negotiation stage. Production forecast on these items of equipment indicate 
that they should be available for delivery in 90 to 120 days. 

10. The Administrative S taff has begun recalculation of norm listings 
for grades 7 thru 12 which will be effective August 1, 1953 for 12 months 
following that date. For this coming ty ear, norm data material will be re- 
corded on IBM system cards which will assure the board of a completely 
flexible system for review of rotation and promotion actions on all indiv- 
iduals in these grade categories assigned to the office. In the case of those 
individuals below grade 7, the Administrative office is reviewing the names 
of all individuals in the category in order that no perso:n will be by-passed 
or overlooked for promotion. 

J4. I should like to again stress the importance of reduction in cable 
traffic. There is considerable emphasis being placed on such reduction 
in i — • ” r " i in conjunction with their economy program and consequently 
considerable emphasis is being placed on it here in headquarters.
